War Stamps In Coils 
Will Be Sold Through 
Postal Meter Machine 


The Multipost Stamp Affixer 
manufactured by the National 
Postal Meter Company, Inc. will 
soon be a war worker in its own 
right, for at the suggestion of that 
company, the United States Treas- 
ury Department on August Ist 
released 10c and 25c War Savings 
Stamps in coils of 500 to fit the 
Multipost. Initial sales of the coil- 
ed stamps were Jimited to the Post 
Offices of ten large cities desig- 
nated by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Several advantages are apparent 
in this method of stamp dispensing 
for the booths where War Stamps 
are sold in hotel lobbies, theaters 
and other public places. First and 
foremost, the Multipost has an 
automatic counting device which 
can keep a much more accurate 
check on the number of stamps 
Sold than when the stamps are in 
sheets or loose.

Coming Back. 

According to Wilson Smith 
writing in the July Optimist the 
plates of the War Issue have been 
put back on the presses. One 
wonders why they were ever tak- 
en off. In a mild survey of the 
small offices in central Ohio I 
found that all had the 3c Win The 
War stamp, none had the 2c Unit- 
ed Nations, not even Lancaster, 
and only two had the le Four 
Freedoms. Another thing revealed 
Presidentials and inquiry showed 
that this was newly arrived stock 
and not old holdovers. Plenty of 
2c Defense still on hand and plen- 
ty of the 1%%c Hales. There must 
have been a carload of these 
things on hand in “38 for I know 
of several offices who have ord- 
ered time after time the %4c 
stamp and still get the Hales. It 
almost leads me to believe that 
perhaps some of these are still 
being made. 


Dt vs De. 

Although the bureau catalog il- 
lustrates only three degrees of 
condition yet in the pricing of 
several of the scarcer old type 
bureaus they have distinguished 
between the condition Dt which 
means “design Touches” and Dec 
which means “Design Cuts” or 
perhaps a better explanation 
would be to say perfs cut into the 
design. In the case of a Dt stamp 
it is much to be preferred over a 
De item, yet one cannot fairly call 
a Dt stamp a “B” copy. Quite 
some time ago I advised the add- 
ing of this extra distinction to 
the catlalog. As yet it has not been 
practical to do so, although in a 
way with special prices on the 
certain items I mentioned above. 
it has been adhered to.

New Waterford C. B. 


New Norway Stamp Now 
Available To Collectors 





Issued First Day at Washington, 
D. C. on Tuesday, July 27th, our 
First day covers began showing 
up in the mail on the 28th, more 
have come on the 29th and others 
are not yet at hand. 

Sheets of the stamps were put 

on sale at the local postoffice 
on the 29th and an examination 
of several of the sheets failed to 
disclose any minor flaws due to 
red spots as were found in a num- 
ber of the Czechoslovakia sheets, 
Sheets from other sources how- 
ev_- may show such spots. These 
spots however are not always 
constant, and more especially is 
this true of lithographed stamps 
than in other forms of printing. 
The flag is of different arrange- 
ment than those of the preceeding 
stamps and is thus easily recog- 
nizable. 
In this stamp we have the 
stamp with the name “NORWAY” 
over the stamp in the upper right 
corner and the 48th stamp in the 
sheet, the center one of the bot- 
tom row has the invert ‘“T” reg- 
ister marks. No register marks 
will be found on any stamps from 
the top of the sheets because of 
printing which was explained in 
our issue of last week.

WE HAVE A RIGHT TO KNOW 

Collectors all over the country want to know how many copies 
of each of the new Flag Stamps for the Overrun Natinos series are 
being printed. Collectors have a right to have this question answer- 
ed. Collectors who spend their money for Philatelic Publications 
should vigorously protest to the publishers of these papers that they 
take the lead for their readers and insist on a 
reasonable release of facts and information by the 
Postoffice Deprtment concerning these and other 
new stamps when issued. 





Must we believe that publishers live in fear 
of the consequences of insisting on complete de- 
tails and information on these stamps. We alone 
can not hope to accomplish what might be accom- 
plished by the combined demand of all publishers. 


Certainly there is no war secret or war infor- 
mation of value to the enemy involved in this 
matter. In a way it is a very trivial matter, yet a 
Geo. W. Linn’ = matter of interest and importance to all collectors. 
Through our vigorous protests thus far we have been given a 
figure by a person who thinks the source of information is reliable 
and this figure is set at Thirty Million stamps. We can not state that 
the figure is correct, but until we have other figures from proper 
sources we shall be content to believe that the figure is at least some- 
where near the right one. Like any good newspaper, our source of in- 
formation will not be revealed, but we can say that on certain occa- 
sions in the past, the source has enabled us to give first information 
on some subjects of interest.
